It looks as if the visit 
ot Bishop

suggests in view of the stuhlKtrn a t­ 
titude of b oth sides, and their un­ 
wavering detcrmtnat ion never to sub 
mit or yield, is that state courts of 
lab or should b e estab lished haying 
jurisdietion over all such controver 
sies. 
This Is equivalent to compulsory 
arhitration, and on that point there 
are wide differences of opinion,
